Thank God that Georgia has made 
the discovery at last, in time to save 
herself. Mr. Cobb asserts a solemn truth, 
when he asserts that “to the latter class 
Mr. Yan Buren belongs.” 

Excepting ourself, Mr. Cobb is the only 
one who has apprised the people of this 
treachery; and we have never had the least 
doubt but the abolition scheme is a mere 
stepping stone to clerical despotism.
